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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner maintains the rejection of claims 21 , 
23, 24, 26-28, 30-39 and 42-45 under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Liu et al., US 2002/01 3721 1 in view of Zhao et al. (Acta 
Biochimica et Biophysica Sinica 33(1): 112-116, Jan. 2001); Zhang etal. (Acta Biochimica et Biophysica Sinica 31(2): 119-123, 1999) and 
GenBank Acc. No. AF226688, for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments are based at least in part on the proposed claim amendments. 
The claim amendments alter the scope of the claims to limit the promoter region to the specific nucleotides of 1-5484 of SEQ ID NO: 23, as 
acknowledged on page 12 of their response; thus altering the scope of the subject matter previously examined and necessitating further 
search and consideration of patentability of the claimed subject matter.
